committee, with the view of considering certain petitions against the Bill; when, 
after some discussion, the motion was negatived by a majority of 152, the numbers 
being 62 to 214.

Mr. Номе asked whether the Government had made any arrangements for 
filling up the vacancy which had occurred by the death of the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland.—Lord J. RUSSELL said perhaps the House would permit him, in an- 
swering the question, to express the grief which both her Majesty’s ministers 
and the Sovereign felt at the melancholy loss of a nobleman, whose intimate 
knowledge of Ireland, whose clear judgment, whose contilistor, qualities, were 
so well adapted to soften the animosities that had long been the bane of that 
country, and to point the way to future improvement. As the present condition 


of Ireland did not admit of any change o authority in the governing power of 


that country, ministers had come unanimously he opinion that it was desir- 
able, and had so advised her Majesty, Цој to fii up the office of Lord 
Lieutenant, which had thus unhappily become vacant. The Noble Lord, also, 
in answer to Mr. FERRAND, stated that it was not the intention of Government 
to bring in a Bill for the purpose of preventing the use of flour in cotton factories. 

Mr. T. DuNcownE's motion for certain returns relative to the conviction of 
members of trades unions, at Sheffield, by Mr. Overend, the magistrate, led to 
some discussion, which was at length agreed to. 

On the motion of the CnaNcELLon of the Ехсикагеня, a select committee was 
appointed to consider whether it is expedient that any measure'should be adopted 
for suspending further proceedings in all or any of the Railway Bills in the pre- 
sent session, and for enabling the arties, under certain conditions, to proceed 
with the same in a future session of Parliament ; and also, whether it Is a visable 
that any further provisions should be made in the standing orders of the House, 
relative to Bills for the construction of railways. 

The adjourned debate on the Poor-law Administration Bill was then pro- 
ceeded with, standing still further adjourned at the close till Thursday. 

On the report of supply on the vote for the ecclesiastical commission, Mr. 
WILLIAMS, on the ground that he thought the expense ought to be defrayed out 
of the revenues of the church, called for a division, when the vote was agreed to 
by a majority of 68, the numbers being 76 to 8.

THE COUNTRY. 


GroucrsrERsuinE,— On Friday, the 13th inst., as Mr. Gibson, a 
commercial traveller, was driving in his gig from Cirencester to 
Stroud, he was attacked by three men, who made a rush from the side 
of the road, and seized the head of his horse.

STAFFORDSHIRE, А п inquest was commenced at Wolverhampton 
on the body of an Irishman named Doherty, who died from injuries 
received near Willenhall, on Thursday, the 12th inst. The wife of 
the deceased deposed that her husband left home on that morning in 
excellent health. As he was proceeding along the road from between 
Willenhall and Wolverhampton, he was met and attacked by a num- 
ber of miners, and received severe injuries at their hands. He re- 
turned home, and complained very much of pain, more particularly 
at the left side. He said he seemed to have a load at his heart, She 
believed his death was to be attributed to the treatment he received.

CORNWALL. — Last week a riotous mob had taken possession of the 
Molesworth Arms, at Wadebridge, and the various storehouses in 
the place, as also two ships. ‘They had distributed the bread, flour, 
and corn, of which they obtained possession, among the multitude. 
One hundred and fifty special constables had been sworn in. A far- 
mer of the neighbourhood, who had been sworn in as a special con- 
stable, volunteered to come away with a request from the local ma- 
gistrates, to the general commanding in the western district, for the 
soldiery. When the messenger left Wadebridge multitudes were 
still thronging into the place. The riot seems to have originated 
from 1800 miners from places adjacent, together with the quarrymen 
from the quarries at Delabole, near Cameiford, who came into the 
town demanding the prices of provisions to be reduced, and that no 
more grain should be shipped. 

WESTMORELAND. — The anticipations of the poet laureate that rail- 
ways would destroy the solitary quietude of the lake districts are 
likely to be realised. Cheap trips are advertised on the Kendal and 
Windermere line in Whitsun week, and the steamers that ply on the 
lake have positively engaged to convey the “unwashed mob,” for а 
mere trifle, within a hair’s breadth of Rydal Mount itself. 

Bury Sr. EpnMuNv's.— On, Monday the young woman, Hannah 
Rouse, who had been apprehended on suspicion of being concerned 
in the poisoning of the entire family to which she belonged, consist- 
ing of six persons, was brought up before the borough magistrates, 
for examination, At the close of the evidence, the bench observed 
that there could be no doubt that a very wicked attempt had been 
made on the lives of the family, but there were no facts elicited that 
would warrant them in detaining the accused; and, therefore, she 
would be liberated on entering into her own recognisances to answer 
any charge that might be hereafter made against her. ‘This was done, 
and she was discharged. .

It is certain that 
no change will take place in the constitution of the Irish govern- 
ment during this session. | 

Preparations are making in right earnest for the coming Par- 
liament. Oxford threatens to be the scene of desperate conten- 
tion. Already are Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Cardwell in the field; 
while a strong party in the University have put forward Mr. 
Charles Grey Round in the room of Mr. Estcourt. Each pro 
vincial paper brings news of some fresh candidate being talked 
of, thought of, or wished for; while the incumbents of places, who 
are conscious of their past good behaviour, take "pains to remind 
their constituents, through their agents, that they have done no- 
thing involving forfeiture of confidence. 

Our foreign news does not amount to much. Attention is cen- 
tered in Greece, where the finger of Russia is now seen threaten- 
ing the hapless Otho with all the direful consequences of an in- 
fraction of Turkish territory. The autocrat has a more tranchant 
way of settling matters than either France with her chicanery, or 
England with her bailiff-like menaces. 

Spain is in a frightful state. A correspondent of one of the 
daily papers thus too truly describes it; — 


At the head of the nation a young princess, whose mind, unfit for 
government, seems only bent on gratifying every childish caprice; a 
royal family, the members of which, completely stripped of the 
prestige of their birth, are now the daily theme of scandal and ridi- 
cule; ministers, constantly divided, and employing the power en- 
trusted to them in successful jobbings and unworthy speculations ; 
nobles, discontented at finding themselves jostled in the royal pre- 
sence by upstarts without birth, talent, or probity —such is the me- 
lancholy scene that Madrid has presented of late. 1f we look around, 
the horizon is not less threatening. А disputed succession, and a 
powerful enemy in the field — the Queen's armies harassed and de- 
feated —a population without bread — generals unfit to resist an 
organised enemy, and whose only prowess has been the promiscuous 
slaughter of starving multitudes. 


Food riots are getting universal. There has been much dis- 
turbance in the West of England, more in Ireland. From every 
part of the continent we have accounts of similar risings. From 
the north (Siberia) to the south (Italy) the people clamour for 
bread, and assail the dealers in corn and provisions. France, like 
a quicksand, absorbs all relief, and presents no signs of its 
reception. 

Affairs remain in statu quo in the city. Money is exceedingly 
scarce, and no one seems able to point, with any certainty, to the 
period when an improvement may be expected. Yet, in spite of 
the prevailing scarcity, the fashionable world is actively pursuing 
its annual career of indulgence. Descriptions of fetes, dinners, 
balls, erowded opera houses, concerts, fill the columns of the 
* Morning Post ;" and *the Derby" drew together, on Wednesday, 
more thousands than had ever before been congregated on Epsom 
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THE COURT. 

Winpsor,—Her Majesty will arrive at the Castle, for the Ascot 
Races, two or three days earlier than had originally been contem- 
plated; Monday, the 31st inst., having been the day fixed upon for 
the Court to leave town for Windsor, It is now expected that her 
Majesty and the Prince Consort, accompanied by the Royal Family, 
will arrive at the Castle on the 28th inst., the day following the 
Drawing-room to be held at St. James's Palace. The Court will 
not remain at Windsor, it is stated, beyond a week or ten days. 

The Queen has signified her intention of visiting Claremont on 
Saturday or Monday next. Her Majesty will be accompanied by 
his Royal Highness Prince Albert and the Royal Children, and will 
remain at Claremont until the 25th or 26th instant, and then return 
to Buckingham Palace for the Birthday Drawing-room, on the 27th. 
During the stay of the Royal Family at Claremont, the natal day of 
her Majesty and that of the Princess Helena will be celebrated, 
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Tue West Kent HonricurrURAL Society. — The first exhibi- 
tion this season took place on Monday, in the grounds belonging to 
the White Hart Hotel, Bromley. ‘lhe show of plants was splendid 
in the extreme, indeed it was never before equalled at any country 
exhibition, It was attended by a highly respectable and numerous 
company.

Mr. Hodgson had a slight eruption on the back of his hand at the 
time, and here the animal poison was absorbed.

FINE ARTS. 

SCOTLAND DELINEATED, — Parr III. — This beautiful work im- 
proves as it proceeds, and to make it the more valuable to the sub- 
scriber whose curiosity is piqued by the engravings, which hitherto 
the letter-press has not explained or referred to, the present part con- 
tains a list of the prints. We protest our inability to say which of 
the illustrations is the most beautiful. There is Cattermole's * Foot 
of the West Bow, Edinburgh,” in all the rough grandeur which dis- 
tinguishes his style; an exquisite water piece, “ Edinburgh from the 
Frith of Forth," by Clarkson Stanfield; ** Melrose Abbey," but not 
“ by the pale moonlytt," from the pencil of David Roberts; and a 
sweet picture of ** The 'Prentice Pillar,” in Roslyn Chapel, a piece 
of architecture which cost a hapless 'prentice his life, The story 
goes, that his master went to Rome to study models, but on his return 
found a pillar finished, so beautiful in conception, and executed with 
such rare skill, that in a moment of infuriate jealousy he perpetrated 
homicide, Altogether, Scotland may well be proud of such a work, 
and grateful to Mr. Hogarth for his enterprise in getting it up in so 
excellent a style. ; 

Savoy Cuarar.—A very interesting monument has just been 
erected in the Savoy Chapel, in the Strand, by Charles Hay Came- 
ron, Esq., to the memory of his great grandfather, Dr. Archibald 
Cameron, hanged at Tyburn in 1753, on a bill of attainder passed 
against him for his share in the rebellion of 1745. The inscription 
is simple and suggestive :— 

To the memory of Dr. Archibald Cameron, whose remains, after his execu- 
tion, were deposited in the vault beneath. This monument, with the gracious 
permission ot her Majesty Queen Victoria, is erected by his great-grandson. 
A.D. 1846, one hundred years after the battle of Culloden, 

Her Majesty, who has permitted (properly enough) this monu- 
ment to be erected, is the great-great-grand-daughter of George Il., 
who, somewhat unfeeling!y, allowed Dr. Cameron to be hanged 
seven years after the rebellion, and when there was not, as it turned 
out, the slightest occasion to fear a future outbreak. Cameron 
having escaped after the '45, had returned to England, in the belief 
that justice and revenge had played their parts, and mercy and for- 
giveness were now the attributes of thé king. The monument is a 
bas-relief, and represents Dr. Cameron attending the wounded at the 
battle of Culloden. The field is admirably grouped, and the*figure 
of Dr. Cameron, with the dead and dying about him, capitally ma- 
niged. The sculptor is Mr. M. L. Watson. 

the following notice respecting the exhibition of oil paintings in 
Westminster Hall has jus: been issued: -“ Her Majesty's Commis- 
sioners of l'ine Arts hereby give notice that oil paintings intended 
for exhibition are to be sent to Westminster Hall, between the hours 
of ten and five, from Monday the 31st of May to Saturdav the 5th of 
June; but no painting will be received after that day. Тһе compe- 
tition for the prizes offered by the Society of Arts in respect of de- 
signs for manufactures is very great. Several hundred designs for 
articles of all kinds—goblets, cups, lamp-pillars, glass, paper-hang- 
ings, printing, weaving, &c., have been in fact more than eight fold 
the amount of the quantity received in the previous year, when this 
class of prizes was first established. This result is a satisfactory proof 
that the time was ripe for it; and promises well for its ultimate in. 
fluence on the taste and improvement of our manufactures. 

Mr, Allen’s large landscape, the Vale of Clwyd, seen from the hills 
dividing Flintshire from Denbighshire, has been selected by one of 
the three-hundred- pounds prizenolders of the Art Union. 

The admirers of beautiful mosaic work have now an opportunity 
of possessing themselves of two of the finest specimens of Roman 
manufacture ever seenin England, They represent, the one a hawk 
owl destroying a kid, the other a cavern or grotto, and resemble, at a 
slight distance, two masterly paintings, The mosaics were made for 
the late Prince Barberini, and may be seen at Mr. Maddin's, 8. 
Leadenhall Street, They are to be raffled for. 

A pleasant souvenir of the amateur performances at St. James's 
Theatre, in which Mr. Charles Dickens appeared, has just been 
brought out by Mr. Mitchell, of Bond Street, in the form of a por- 
trait of the author of * Dombey and Son,” as he appeared in the 
character of. Captain Bobadil. Тһе original painting is by Mr. 
Leslie, R.A, The plate is admirable both as a likeness and a work 
of art. 
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Criminar Cc oir. —On Thursday Mary Burns was indicted for the 
manslaughter of William Brydges, ljvidence showed that on the 1st. 
of April, the day on which this occurrence took place, the deceased 
and several other persons were in the house of the prisoner's daughter, 
conducting themselves in a very disorderly manner, and upon the 
prisoner requesting the deccased, who wes the most noisy of the 
company, to desist, he applied a very bad word to her. The prisoner 
immediately pulled him off his chair, and stamped upon him while һе 
he was on the ground. He was taken to the hospital, where he died 
two days afterwards. As the witnesses appeared to be actuated by 
ill feeling towards the prisoner, a.d as at the time the man fell he 
had a rule in his pocket, which was broken, and might have caused 
his death, she was acquitted, 

New Count.—John Price was charged at the New Court on 
Monday with stealing and embezzling between 8/. and 9/ in three 
Separate sums, in the months of Mayand June, 1846. "l'he case pre- 
sented some difficulty, as the books of the parish officers had been 
kept in a loose and irregular way; but as it was proved thac he had 
received sums of money for the paving commissioners, for which he 
had not accounted, he was found Guiity, and sentenced to a year's 
imprisonment wich hard labour. 

Mipptesex Sessions. — ‘I'he May adjourned sessions commenced 
on ‘Tuesday morning at the Court House, Clerkenwell Green. The 
names of 89 prisoners appeared for trial in the calendar, of whom 7 
were charged with misdemeanour. The remainder being indicted 
for felony, Of these 46 were described as being able to read and 
write imperfectly, 9 only able to read, and 27 wholly unacquainted 
with either reading or writing. The assistant judge, in his charge tc 
the grand jury, ssid there was one most importaut matter to which 
he could not allow the present opportunity to pass without adverting; 
he meant that system of reformatory discipline which the govern- 
ment had established within the last four years in relation (o the 
female convicts in Van Diemen's Land. Dy that system the coleny 
of females received the best moral and religious instruction, and 
were also instructed іп such domestic duties es would fit them for 
becoming useful meinbers of society, and when they showed by their 
conduct that they bad availed themselves of the benefits of the system, 
tickets of leave were granted to them, and they were placed out as 
servants with persons of approved character, Tt was true the period 
of three or four years was not enough to enable them to form an 
opinion of the perfectibility of a system like this, but still there 
were sufficient facts to enable them to come to the conclusion that it 
was one fully deserving of a trial, and he hoped it would have a fair 
one, ‘The learned. assis ant judge concluded by adverting to the 
system at present pursued at Parkhurst, so that boys under a certain 
height were refus.d admission, by which many fiuing objects were 
preciuded from its benefits.

Sournwark.—James Morris was charged on Monday with having 
discharged a pistol at his wife Frances Mary Morris, with intent to 
kill her. The complainant stated that she had been married in 1846, 
but had since been separated on account of the bad conduct of her 
husband.

It would appear that anything bearing the name of « Jenny 
Lind" is destined to attain at once the summit of popularity, so 
enthusiastic is the feeling in favour of the fair Swede.
